Kmart, or “Big K” employees in 
Grayling will not be losing their 
Jobs due to the recent bankruptcy 
filing by the Troy headquartered 
firm. The store will remain open 
during the company’s reorganiza- 
tion. 

[n a meeting on March 8, compa- 
ny officials agreed to close only one 
of about 200. stores in northern 
Michigan, that being the Ludington 


store. Kmart has 2,100 stores cur- 
rently in operation. Hundreds of 
unprofitable stores around the coun- 
try are expected to close in this 
highly publicized case. 

Kmart filed for reorganizational 
bankruptcy in January following 
disappointing holiday sales, credit 
downgrades and a stock slide. A 
judge in Chicago recently approved 
$2 billion in fresh financing for the 
company. 

The company is allowed to use 
the money to pay its employees and 
restock store shelves it continues to 
operate. 

Company officials said the 
money is key to staying in business 
and turning company finances 
around by sometime in 2003.

Fire takes 
another 
home

For the second time in less than 
two weeks, a Grayling Township 
home was destroyed by fire. 

Grayling Fire Chief Duane 
Brooks said his department, along 
with personnel and equipment from 
Beaver Creek and Frederic 
Township departments responded 
to the house fire on Dawn Drive, 
mid-morning on March 7, 

Chief Brooks said a preliminary 
investigation of the fire in the 1,700 
square-foot home, owned by 
Connie Winans, a local realtor, 
shows the fire most likely started 
between the ceiling and the roof of 
the home and was probably electri- 
cal in nature. 

Cathedral ceilings in the home 
allowed a “flashover” to occur over 
the entire structure, fully engulfing 
the house and causing the roof to 
collapse. Although the situation 
proved dangerous for the fire fight- 


ers, Brooks said no one was injured 


while fighting the fire. 

According to the fire chief, three 
of the four most recent fires fought 
locally have been ones that started 
“overhead” and recommends

This year, the Empty Bowls 
Benefit was more successful than 
ever. 

The annual event, initiated in 
2000 by the Frederic Elementary 


School Parent Teacher 
Organization, involves students 


designing and making ceramic 
bowls which are sold at the dinner.

Fraser receives national CCC honors

Saturday, March 9 bighlighted a 


unique moment for Reverend 
William “Bill? Fraser. He was hon- 
ored with a plaque from the 


National Association of Civilian 
Conservation Corps Alumnt (NAC- 
CCA). 

The Honorable Charles {.. Varro, 
of Cleveland, OH, along with 
Lansing educator Dr. Dale M. 
Herder, made the presentation, 

The award recogmizes, Fraser's 
concept and effort which, itas resull- 
ed in dé eerie 47 six-fObt tall Wonze 
statues honoring the’ men of the 
1930’s Civilian Conservation Corps 
-- the CCC, 

Singlehandedly, Fraser secured 
over $35,000 with which to design, 
fabricate in bronze, then creet the 
original statue representing a CCC 
worker. ‘Fhe unveiling took place 
on June 5, 1995 in North Higgins 
Lake State Park, A bronze plaque 
beneath the memorial describes 
F.D.R.’s CCC idea and the work the 
men accomplished. Personnel of 
the Michigan Department of 
Conservation prepared the natural 
stone hase and assisted in erecting 
the massive statuc. 

Consequently, Fraser has sparked 
a nationwide effort to place at least 
one statue in every state, Not with- 
standing a recent hospilalization and 
continued illness, Fraser continues 
to press toward his goal. From his 
sickbed, more than 1,300 mailings 
containing an explanatory letter and 
a colorful brochure detailing the 
project, have fanned out across the 


country. Already, every U.S, 
Senator and Representative has a 
copy. 


The brochure contains a message 
from) Senator Max Cleland, a 
staunch supporter, whose own 
father was a “CCC boy.” 

Likewise, federal and _ state 
forestry and conservation officials 
have been contacted. (One of the 
monumental accomplishments of 
the CCC was the planting of more 
than 2.3 million seedlings. Now 
seven decades later, those wisps 
have matured into forests sustaining 
second and third cuttings... hence 
the forest service and conservation 
departmént connections.) 

- CCC Alumni Chapters have long 
been in the loop. The initial statue 
cost has been halved, since the mold 
is reusable. Currently, upwards of 
30 CCC Alumni Chapters are

We are 
adjusting accordingly: fewer trips, 
and the trips we have planned are 
with both dogs. Luckily we have 
friends and family who have vaca- 
tion homes all over Europe, so we 
can go and stay there .. in May we 
are driving to Ireland and then in 
the summertime to Italy. We are 
hoping these trips will go well and 
Wallaby won’t take off while being 
(here. 

Our friends thought we were nuts 
to bring a dog with us from the 
States: we think otherwise.. “just 
look in those amber eyes”.. makes 
us remember that we did something 
good - and this dog brings us great 
joy. (OK, not when he has “killed” 
something dear to us again.. but all 
the other times!) 

. We appreciate your staying: on 
longer at the shelter and getting the 
papers in order. I told you that when 


I had moved to the. States, I had 


worked in a humane. society in 


Boulder, CO for a while. I know :

would wish that many people would 
help to get your place to be a nicer 
one: with inside/outside kennels 
and more people to help you to have 
it nicer and spacicr! 

Next time we come and visit my 
mom again, probably in 2003, we 
will stop by, and visit.

Heroine or Terrorist? 


Most of the information on Wafa ldris in 
this article is attributed to the Middle last 
Media Research Institute (MEMRI). Wala 
Ictris, the female suicide bomber who killed 
or maimed innocent Jewish citizens recently 
in Jerusalem, is being praised as a real hero- 
ine. An Egyptian daily newspaper, al Wafd, 
carried an aeticle entided “An Osear- 
Winning Film” in which the writer stated, 
“The heroine... is the beautiful, pure 
Patestinian woman, Wala [dris, full of faith 
and willpower | could find no one better 
than she, and Tcouk! find ao filmi more won- 
derful than this, that shocked Isract’s heart” 

The alAhram, the Egyptian government 
backed newspaper slated that the suicide 
bomber “revealed the meaning of the 
Palestinian personality.” They went on to 
say. “she revealed the heroism of the 
Palestinian woman. As a durse, her work 
was like thal of the merciful angels. She 
cared for the sick and injured, and rescued 
the wounded. Aad behotd, she expanded the 
sphere of her work fron saving individuals 
to saving the Palestinian nation.” “The al- 
Ahvant praised the suicide bomber as “the 
Palestiniin Joan of Are.” Perhaps this article 
will help us better understand how suicide 
bombers are easily recruited, 

Avother Egyptian media outlet, Hadith al 
Medina, was reported tn the Quis Al-Arabi 
of London even likening fdris to Mary the 
mother of Jesus. An article written by the 
head professor of the Deparunent of 
Psychiatry at Cairo’s Ein Shams University 
stated, “IP it was the Holy Spirit that placed 
actild in Mary’s womb, perhaps that same 
holy spirit placed the botnb ia the heart of 
Wala, and enveloped her pure body with 
dynamite. From Mary's womb issued a child 
whe eliminated oppression, while the body 
of Wata became shrapnel that eliminated 
despair and aroused hope.” Shifting the 


imagery from Mary to Jesus, they then com- 
pared the suicidal terrorist Idris to Jesus of 
Nazareth. The Hadith at-Medina text states, 
“Perhaps you were born in the sane city; 
perhaps even in the same neighborhood and 
in the same house. Perhaps you ate from the 
same date palin and drank from the same 
pure water flowing through the veins of the 
holy city. Jtis not surprising that the enemy 
in both cases was the same.” 

An al-Arabi editorial described Idris, act 
us if it were a holy act of redeeming the 
entire people. Referring to the “day she rose 
10 Heaven” they asked, “What is more beau- 
tiful than someone who turns the event of his 
death into the day of his return to life? What 
is more beautiful than this death that instilis 
life? What is more beautiful than the trans- 
formation of a person from at chunk of Mesh 
and blood to illuminating purity and a spirit 
that cuts across generations?” The Egypuan 
weekly editorial then answers, “How beauti- 
ful you were, oh Wata ltdris, the day you 
retuned to life, with your noble and volun- 
dary death in the bosom of Jerusalem, How 
beautiful you were, oh Wata [dris, on the day 
of your martyrdom.” Implying a comparison 
to Jesus our Savior the article says, “How 
beautiful you were when you freed us from 
our sins, How beautiful you were when you 
elevated the bumiltated nation to Paradise.” 

The above words may be best evaluated 
ina stttement niide by syndicated coluuinist 
Cal Thomas, when he reportedly quoted 
U.S. Attorney General John Ashcroft as say- 
ing: “Islam is a religion in) which God 
requires you ta send your son to die for him. 
Christianily is a faith in which God sends his 
son to die for you.” In response, Eames 
Zogby, president of the influential Arab 
American Institute, asked President Bush to 
fire Asheroft if the attorney general dogs not 
repudiate this statement.

Nearly 300 friends, family and 
Neighbors came out last Sunday 
afternoon in windy, wintery condi- 
tions to help former Frederic 
Constable Chuck Stoddard, raising 
nearly $4,000 for his medical 
expenses.

In the NEMC, Grayling’s shortest 
drive lo a road game is about 55 
miles (to West Branch) and the 
average ride is about 85 miles (one 
way). If Grayling is accepted into 
the Lake Michigan Conference, the 
longest trip will be about 75 miles 
to Harbor Springs. Kalkaska is only 
about 30 miles away, and TC St 


Francis and Boyne City are each- 


about 45-50 miles away. 

“It would be a savings of about 25 
percent (on transportation),” said 
Grayling Athletic Director Brian 
Banda. “That's critical. We're look- 
ing ata lot of ways lo save money.” 

Banda said the LMC athletic 
directors have voted 7-0 to accept 
Grayling into the conterence. Now, 
the seven school principals and the 
seven respective boards of educa- 
lion must also unanimously support 
Grayling’s bid to enter the confer- 
ence in order for GHS to get in.
